In Condemnation Of 


Marxian Communism 


The year 1948 will go down in 


history as one in which Christian 
churches tried to come to grips 
with the evils of war and the 


world challenge of Communism 
We shall have to wait awhile to 
see what, if anything, comes out 
of the Amsterdam meeting. But 
the great Lambeth Conference of 
the Anglican bishops did go a 
long way toward clarifying the

The Anglican bishops took a 
firm stand against the evils of 
Marxian Communism They cor 


rectly said that it “ls contrary to 
Christian faith and practice, for 
it denies the existence of God, 
Revelation, and a future life: it 
treats the individual man as a 
means and not an end, it encour 
ages class warfare.”

adox, is at some points nearer to 
the Christian doctrine than 
other philosophy in the field, and 
this makes its rivalry all the more 
formidable.”

FROM TODAY’S NEWS

France's perpetual-motion poli- 
tical crisis is rapidly developing 
into a dangerously weak spot in 
the defence of Western Europe 
against Communist aggression 

Because of its strategic position 
and its potential strength—a 
strength now greatly depleted by 
political and economic ravages 
France js the main buttress of the 
continental democracies, Yet she 
is so badly crippled by her con- 
nual governmental upheavals 
that her weakness is a vast en- 
couragement to the Russians to 
push their offensive, 

One speaks with vast sympathy 
for an ally who has suffered so 
greatly and so gallantly as France. 
the French are a great people, 


Always ready to defend their 
honor and security with their 
lives, as those of us who have 


been with them on the battlefield 
can testify, 

Yet France now seems to be 
suffering from a delusion which 
also affects the whole democratic 
world, Great nations which work 
together in perfect unity under 
gunfire have now slackened in 
both thelr internal and interna. 
tional unity, on the basis that “the 
war is over.” 

Well, the tragic fact is that the 
war isn't over, Russia knows it 
isn't over, because she is the one 
who is waging it. She is making 
what we euphemistically call 
“cold war,” That is, she achieves 
her results by bullying and using 
every ounce of force she dares 


without letting loose bombs if 
she continues to get encourage 
ment to make “cold war,” and 
achieves enough successes in that 
“cold war,” there's no telling 
what turn her final aggression 
may take 

All of which is by way of lead 
ing up to the thesis that now is 
the time not only for interna- 
tional co-operation among the 
democracies, but for greater unity 
within the individual nations 

In time of “shooting wars” na 
tional political differences are 
submerged in the interest of the 
state, One would think that the 
same procedure would be follow 
ed in the present “cold war" 
which represents one of the grav 
est dangers democracy has faced 
It is doubly dangerous because o! 
its insidious nature. 

Of course one wouldn't be pre 
sumptious enough to offer politi 
cal advice to France, It may be 
permitted, however, to note what 
seems obvious, namely, that suf 
ficient “wartime” collaboration 
must be established among the 
numerous French political parties 
to combat the fearful danger of 
Communism. The complexion of 
the parties shows that a great 
majority of the people are anti 
Communist 

That powerful opposition must 
be allowed to register itself by 
some sort of “wartime” coalition, 
to be worked out through the 
present legislature or in another 
general election, 
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called up the police and told 
them my difficulty with the meter 
Officer Crawford answering the 
phone.

The editorials by Harold Weir 
and the letters in your paper on 
sex education are timely. 

It should be understood that 
very many cities and a number of 
states are using courses in their 
schools which cover sex instruc- 
tion, homemaking, health and pre- 
paration for family living. These 
courses were developed to meet 
the crying need of giving to young 
people constructive attitudes to- 
ward sex along with wholesome 
knowledge. It is generally _re- 
vognized that ignorance is nof‘in- 
nocence, but endangers innoc- 
ence, 

Consequently we are in the 
fortunate position here that we 
do not need to leap in the dark 
in this matter of sex education 
We may wisely avail ourselves of 
the experience and knowledge 
which has been worked out suc- 
cessfully in other centres. This 
information is available, 

I have on my desk the Family 
Living and Homemaking  pro- 
grams of the following school sys- 
tems: Toms River, New Jersey; 
Winnetka, Ill; Des Moines, Iowa; 
Stephenson, Michigan; Frances W, 
Parker Schools, Chicago; Toledo, 
Ohio; San Diego, Cal; State of 
Oregon; State of Wisconsin; State 
of Mississippi.

Training In 
Happy Living 

All these programs aie essen- 
tially ‘courses in preparation for 
living happy lives and establish- 
ing stable homes. Sex instruction 
is included in each, yes—but only 
as a part of the whole scheme of 
life. Supreme emphasis is plac- 
ed upon creating in the child's 
mind wholesome, healthy atti 
tudes, Without this, it is recog- 
nized that the bald biological 
facts of sex may not necessarily 
accomplish a great deal of good 
My rather extensive correspond- 
ence with the administiators of 
these programs indicates that it is 
entitrely possible to draw up and 
successfully operate a program of 
sex education in the schools, with 
beneficial results 

In every case the responsibility 
of the home is recognized as all- 
important. In the majority of 
cases the child's atttiude toward 
sex is established before he starts 
school. Broadly speaking his 
home experience has led him to 
regard sex as something furtive, 
shameful and dirty, or he has 
been taught to regard it as a nor- 
mal, natural and wholesome part 
of living. 

Consequently most of the suc 
cessful programs include an adult 
study movement which operates 
alongside the school program. In 
a number of cases the school pro 
gram largely grew out of this 
adult study movement which 
preceded it. Many parents hon 
estly wish to know how best to 
help their children in regard to 
sex matters but lack the knowl 
edge, or language, or training 
This situation is best met by or 
ganizing a study to learn

Segregation 
Is Unwise 

Segregation of boys from giris 
is regarded as generally unwise— 
creating an atmosphere of tension 
and strain, too much of which ex- 
ists in the present situation, I 
recall hearing a prominent medi- 
cal doctor say that when he was 
a boy in school, this was done, 
An outside “expert” was brought 
in to talk to the students, First 
the boys were taken, then the 
girls. Each group was given a 
concentrated lesson or two, and 
then the visitor left the scene 
for the rest of the year. The 
result was that a lot of discussion 
took place. As he put it: “The 
boys wondered what it was he 
ttold the girls that was too dirty 
for the boys to hear,” Well, if a 
group of pupils was not sex con- 
scious before such a situation, 
they surely ware after! 

A visiting “sex-specialist” can 
wet the biology of sex across in 
a few concentrated lectures, per- 
haps, but I fancy most readers 
would smile if someone suggest- 
ed that we teach spelling or arith. 
metic in this manner, including 
segregation of boys from girls. 

Only the classroom teacher 
with the children every day has 
the opportunity to present this 
subject in its right setting, little 
by little, as the children are 
ready for it. To be effective, sex 
teaching must be related to na- 
ture study, health, social studies, 
science, Opportunities cannot al- 
ways be created, but must be 
taken when they happen natur- 
ally, for natural results to fol- 
low. My owm study of the mat- 
ter as well as observation as a 
school principal and parent In- 
dicates that only the classroom 
teacher has the time and oppor- 
tunity for the necessary follow- 
up to ensure a right attitude, 

Preferably the teaching should 
begin in Grade I and gradually 
broaden in scope with the succeés- 
sive grades, always being inte- 
grated with the other subjects 
incidentally as opportunity offers, 
The last year or two of high 
school would logically deal with 
homemaking, preparation for 
marriage and other final aspects, 

I have not forgotten the teacher, 

If sex education is Included in 
the teacher training 
courses are necessary. Many col- 
leges and universities today of- 
fer these courses, We have a very 
fine teacher training faculty of 
education at the University of Al- 
berta. Is there any reason why it 
should not or could not include 
courses for our teachers? 

Teachers would welcome it. We 
take courses today to get special 
credits to teach every other sub- 
ject on the curriculum, Why 
should Alberta teachers have to 
go to the United States to get 
training to teach sociology and 
sex education? 

And of course, the teachers who 
take this special training should 
receive recognition for it on the 
schedule
